The Defection in the Knights of Labor. 


The cranks and irreconcilables—the 
natural cross-purpose pedants, who, 
during the recent session of the Na- 
tional Assembly of the Knights of La- 
bor at Minneapolis, were thwarted and 
squelched at every point, have issued 
2 circular advising secession from the 
regular organization, with a view to 
establishing an “‘improved’’ order. 

If the organization known as the 
Knights of Labor is worth anything, its 
value lies alone in the influence it 
might be made to exert in improving 
the mioral as well as the material being 
of the workingmen. 

This truth has been constantly held 
up to the world by Mr. Powderly. 
Ably aided by his associates, he has 
constantly endeavored to use the order 
over which he presided as a lever with 
which the workingmen and working 
women of America might be raised to 
higher conditions—morally, mentally 
and socially. 

As a working man, one born and 
reared to manual labor, Mr. Powderly 
knew too well the many ills and frail- 
ties with which the several grades and 
classes of the working population were 
afflicted, and he mercilessly assailed 
those things from which have ever 
sped the slings and arrows that robbed 
and debased the laboring man—that 
perpetuated poverty as a legacy, and 
that planted on his hearthstone gleom, 
wretchedngss and crime, 

There were three classes of men 
whom Mr. Powderly attacked—the 
rum-seller, the political loafer and the 
professional striker. Those men have 
fought him for years within the order, 
and now, fully convinced that they 
cannot down him there, they call for 
secession. We never expected to find a 
time when we could declare in 
favor of secession; in this  in- 
stance, however, we desire to go 
on record as in favor of the wholesale 
success of the bolters. Should they 
take it into their shaggy heads to bolt 
from the United States altogether, the 
bolt would be beneficial to the country, 
and, perhaps, a benefit to them. 

In all probability the order of Knights 
of Labor will lose members in conse- 
quence of the bolt, but its loss in mem- 
bership will be more than recompensed 
by the increased public respect and 
confidence which, in its purified con- 
dition, it will undoubtedly receive. 


The Reception to Cardinal Gibbons.
